cording to the Event of the Diſeaſe. 

Look out for a good Match amongſt your 
Female Patients: A ſpruce Phyſician muſt 


be very unſkilful, indeed, if he has not Art 


and Management enough to preſcribe him- 


ſelf in a Recipe. 


If a pretty Woman has any Complaint in 
thoſe Parts ſacred to Modeſty, inſiſt indiſpen- 
ſibly upon Inſpection, whether neceſſary or 


not; but if old or ugly, I think you ought 


to ſpare yourſelf the Diſguſt. 
Inculcate ſtrongly to your Patient, that no 
one underſtands his Conſtitution but your- 
ſelf. This Perſuaſion has procured many a 
Phyſician a ſtanding Revenue, 

There are other Methods of puffing your 
Practice in the World, beſides Quack-Bills 


and Advertiſements, quite as artificial and 


impoſing, but not ſo ſcandalous and decried, 
Pill and Drop, like crude Mercury, is 

gone out of Faſhion : - You ſhould torture 

your Invention, then, to ſubſtitute ſome new 


Device, that may make your Fortune at thg 


Expence of the Public Health,

for a Phyſician to write, and converſe in, 
The more unintelligible the more revered. 


Seem to ruminate intently on your Pa- 


tient's Caſe, and conſult upon it—with the 


Head of your Cane.

When you have made a 9uid- -Pro-quo in 


your Diagnoſtic, and preſcribed accordingly, 
never retract or give it up. Better the Patient 
ſhould die, than you feem capable of an 
n 

A Phyſician ought always to be equipt 
with fome favourite Hypotheſis, by which he 
ſhould invariably ſquare his Practice, and ſacri- 


fice even Experience, where it claſhes with it. 


If a Patient affronts you with the Offer of 
an under-Fee, ſhew your Reſentment by ne- 


ver coming again; tho perhaps he could not 


afford, or did not know your Price. Such a 
Proceeding i is intircly hnmane, and not a bit 
mercenary. _ 

A young Phyfician, juſt ſet up, will do wt 
to make himſelf conſpicuous by taking Party 
amongſt the Players, rioting in the Pit, act- 
ing the Rake of Taſte; all which is perfectly 


in Character, and are promiſing Incidents of 


that Diſcretion and Sagacity ſo becoming the 


Profeſſion. 
Propoſe and promote Conſultations, which, 


beſides having a plauſible Air of Candour and 


Self-Diffidence, intitles you to be ſent for, in 
| return, 
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return, by thoſe Brothers of the Craft that 
ſhall have benefited by your Nomination of 
them ; and, in caſe of Accidents, you ſave 
your Credit by it. 

Though Recipes and Death- Warrants have 
both the Law on their Side, yet ſtill there 
ought, in both, Care to be taken of a decent 
Execution of the poor Patient. 

When you give a Patient over, it would 
not be amiſs to procure him an eaſy. Paſlage 
by a quieting Draught, for fear he ſhould re- 
cover by the Aſſiſtance of Nature, by your 
Abſence, the calling in another, or by the 
Nurſe, in Contempt of your Decree, which 
for your Credit Sake ought to be final 
Never vouchſafe to reaſon with your Pa- 
tient upon his Diſtemper, or on your Me- 
thod of treating it; but exact an implicit 
Submiſſion to your Ordinances, or you 
would have enough to do to fatisfy every. 
impertinent Enquirer into the Nature of his 
Complaint.— Beſides, Authority is often half 
the Cure. 5
